

Flight 255 

reunion 

rejected

Unlike years past, there may 
be no memorial service this 
year commemorating the 156 
passengers who lost their lives 
in the disasterous crash of 
flight 255 Aug. 16, 1987. 

Ready to start plans for their 
annual service, members of 
the Flight 255 Support Group 
were suprised to hear city offi- 
cials turn them down in their 
request to gather for a fourth 
year at the site of the crash in 
Romulus. 

‘‘We followed all the formali- 
ties associated with using the 
site, and even took out a $1 mil- 
lion liability insurance for 
those who would be attending 
as the city requested,” said 
Anthony J. Zanger, repre- 
sentative of the support group. 
‘‘It makes no sense that they 
turned us down this year.” 

But to city council members, 
the reasons seemed 
appropriate. 

‘‘I can appreciate the fami- 
lies wanting to come together 
for a memorial service, but 
that intersection is not the right 
place,” said City Councilman 
Noah Bergeron. “Not only is it 
one of the most dangerous in- 
tersections in the city, but 
those of us who pass by it every 
day don’t like having a con- 
stant reminder of those who 
died there.” 

The crash took place at the 
intersection of Middlebelt and 
the 1-94 highway within a mile 
and a half of a residential and 
business area. It was consi- 
dered one of the worst air disas- 
ters in the United States, 
according to Zanger. 

“And they’re treating it as if 
it was just another automobile 
accident with a few fatalities,” 
he said. “We only wish to come 
together once a year in re- 
memberance of our loved ones, 
and we’re only asking for about 
an hour of the city’s time-is 
that too much to ask?” 

“We sympathize with the 
loss of their families and we 
have been lenient over the 
years in letting them gather at 
the site, but the fact remains 
that it is a very busy intersec- 
tion, and we don't want to see 
yet another life lost there,” 
said Randolph Gear, mayor 
pro tern.

Federal aid cuts impact city 


Romulus is going places, but 
maybe not as quickly as it 
might if it weren’t for the eco- 
nomic recession. 

It may not be too noticable 
now, but federal aid is simply 
not what it used to be, accord- 
ing to Congressman William D. 
Ford, speaker at the 27th 
annual Municipal Officials 
Washington Conference which 
took place June 12 through 14. 

“It means that roads may not 
be repaired as quickly as they 
used to be, and it may be har- 
der for investors to get money 
to start a new business here,” 
said Randolph Gear, mayor 
pro tern who attended the 
Washington conference. 

In the ‘60s and ‘70s there were 
federal dollars to better take 
care of the needs of our cities, 
according to Ford.

ences, when a city need arose, 
he could give the money to get 
the job done, but recently, they 
simply haven’t had the funds,” 
Gear said. 

It was suggested at the meet- 
ing that a new gasoline tax be 
put into effect to take care of 
highway rebuilding needs. If 


this does occur, there may be a 
few-cent increase on gas, but 
prices fluctuate so much that it 
may not be noticable at all, 
according to Gear. 

‘‘Nobody likes a tax in- 
crease, but it might be a neces- 
sary evil as far as getting 
money to fix our roads is con- 
cerned,” Gear said. ‘‘And, 
since better roads means less 
wear and tear and better gas 
mileage for our cars, it could 
turn out to be a good thing after 
all.” 

As for as industrial develop- 
ment and job openings in 
Romulus, the present situation 
may look bleak but there is 
hope. 

“It may be a little harder to 
get money to start a business 
but there is airport expansion 
in the works which will create a 
lot of new jobs in the area," 
Gear said. 


Publisher dies 
of heart attack

Romulus recently lost a good 
friend, one who will be sorely 
missed by many. 

David Andrew Atkins, editor 
and publisher of the Romulus 
News, suffered a massive 
heart attack and was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at 
Annapolis Hospital Sunday. He 
was 55 years old. 

A prominent member of the 
community for many years, 
Atkins was known by many as 
an out-spoken man who saw 
what he wanted and went after 
it. 

“He was a man with strong 
opinions and if he didn't like 
something, he did something 
about it,” said Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally who knew 
Atkins for several years. 

“He was a catalyst to the 
community, driven by discon- 
tent who threw himself into his 
work and beliefs with great 
abandon. Sure, he created a lot 
of discomfort with his strong 
opinions and ways, but that’s 
what earned him his respect, ” 
McAnally said. 

“He was a very conscientious 
person who really looked out 


for the little guys,” said Ran- 
dolph Gear, mayor pro tern. 
“He would go against the grain 
to push for something he be- 
lieved in and a community de- 
finitely needs someone like 
that.” 

Atkins was a graduate of 
Romulus High School and a 
veteran of the U.S. Army. He 
was known to some as a coun- 
try music entertainer, to others 
as publisher and editor of the 
former state-wide journal 
Country in the City News, and 
to many as a good friend. 

“He was a very good friend of 
mine and was known by 
many,” Gear said. “He will be 
greatly missed." 

Funeral services for Atkins 
were at Crane Funeral Home 
yesterday. Burial was at 
Romulus Cemetery. 

Mr. Adkinssurvivors include 
his wife, Evelyn; stepson, 
Mickey D. Kreutzer; step- 
daughters, Kristi N. Stephens, 
Jalina D. Stephens and Lisa N. 
Kreutzer; his mother. Mary M. 
Atkins; two brothers, Wlater J. 
and Robert L., and five grand- 
children. 

Memorial tributes may be 
sent in his name to the Muscu- 
lar Dystropy Foundation. 


Airport plans to 
purchase city land

Several homes and 
businesses in the vicinity of De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport may 
soon be purchased by the coun- 
ty as part of the airport Proper- 
ty Acquisition Program. 

Residents and business own- 
ers expecting to be affected by 
the property purchase, are in- 
vited to attend a public meeting 
on at 7 p.m.

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Council orders local 
business to relocate

A recent decision by mem- 
bers of the Romulus city coun- 
cil has met with approval from 
local residents. 

Councilmembers responded 
to complaints from neighbors 
of the Tommy Tire Company 
July 1 and ordered the business 
remov ed from the present loca- 
tion as soon as possible fol- 
lowing. 

Located on the corner of 
Ecorse and Birchdale, the 
company was characterized as 
a nuisance by those in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. 

“Trucks coming in and out of 
Tommy Tire have already 
caused one fatality not to men- 
tion a lot of inconvenience to 


those of us living on the street, ’ ’ 
said Ruth Holt, a 50-year resi- 
dent of the neighborhood. 

As Tommy Tire Company re- 
pairs or replaces truck tires, 
therefore, trucks of various 
sizes are coming in and out 
throughout the day. According 
to one neighbor, while waiting 
for these vehicles to pull back 
onto Ecorse Road, traffic gets 
blocked up and residents must 
wait to get out or into their own 
neighborhood. 

“Because of traffic coming 
in and out of the company, the 
bus stop which has been at the 
corner of Birchdale and Ecorse 
as long as I can remember had 
to be moved further down on 
Ecorse." said 13-year resident

Man arrested in 
alleged sex crime 



Romulus resident Dennis 
George Krupnow, 39, was 
arrested by the Dearborn police 
July 3 on a four-count felony 
warrant for criminal sexual 
conduct in the third degree. 

Krupnow was arraigned the 
following day in an out-county 
court before Judge Glen Valas- 
co and stood mute to the 
charges. 

According to police, the teen- 
age victim was a member of the 
womens’ basketball team at 
Sacred Heart School in Dear- 
born. The defendant reportedly 
coached women’s basketball at 
the high school for the past four 
years. 

The incident allegedly occur- 
red in the last year. 

Krupnow was released from 
jail after posting 10 percent of 
the $10,000 bond. A preliminary 
examination date has been set 
for July 12th at the 19th District 
Court in Dearborn. 

Police and school officials de- 
clined to say what led to the in- 
vestigation.

Cable magnate’s brother slain in Inkster 


Inkster police have arrested 
two suspects and are seeking 
two others in connection with 
the slaying of Bemie Barden, 
an older brother of Don Bar- 
den, president of Barden Cab- 
levision. 

The 55-year-old Barden was 
stabbed to death early Sunday 
morning as he came to the res- 
cue of a female companion out- 
side the Fast Frank’s Party 
Store on Inkster Road. 

Two suspects, a 19-year-old 
Detroit woman, and a 21-year- 
old Inkster resident surren- 
dered to Inkster police on 
Monday.

woman pulled a knife and stab- 
bed Barden twice in the chest 
and once on the chin after Bar- 
den left a vehicle he was in to 
come to the aid of his com- 


panion. 

Police refuse to provide the 
names of the suspects, pending 
their arraignments in 22nd Dis- 
trict Court. 

“It appears that these young 
people were out there looking 
for trouble,” said detective 
James Horne, who is in charge 
of the investigation. 

Horne said that the victim 
and his female companion, who 
was the driver, stopped at the 
party store. The woman, who 
was not identified, walked into 
the store when a gang of about 
five individuals began to taunt 
her. 


Barden got out of the vehicle 
and approached the group. Af- 
ter verbal exchanges, a mem- 
ber of the gang whom police be- 
lieve was the 19-year-old 
female from Detroit, pulled a 
knife and stabbed Barden. 

Horne said that they know 
the identities of the other two 
suspects, one of whom has fled 
the area. 

“We hope and believe that 
they will turn themselves in,” 
Home added. 

The victim was a supervisor 
at Ford Motor Company Michi- 
gan Truck Plant located in 
Wayne. He had been with the 
company for about 30 years. 


Barden is survived by his 
wife. Sheila, and sons Bemie 
Jr. and Corey. There are three 
grandchildren. 

Don Barden, who has built 
his TV empire in Michigan, 
starting with the Inkster 
franchise was too shocked to 
comment about his brother s 
death at this time, according to 
a close associate.

“In other words, we’re 
here to help them to remain liv- 
ing independently in their 
homes." 

Established in October 1975, 
the Senior Center offers four 
different programs designed 
around the needs of senior 
citizens. 

“We offer minor home re- 
pair, personal care, home care 
and chore services," Moomaw 
said "All services they are un- 
able to perform on their own.” 

Home repair includes such 
services as minor carpentrj . 
electrical and plumbing re-

Recycling efforts 
earn support of city

Without the advantages of re- 
cycling, our land could pay a 
heavy environmental toll. 

As trash cans have filled up, 
so have landfills, bringing a 
threat to ground and surface 
water supplies and wasting 
valuable lands. 

In order to prevent this from 
happening in their area, Romu- 
lus officials adopted a program 
to promote recycling activi- 
ties. Although the program, 
which began one year ago, has 
promised good results, parti- 
cipation could be better, 
according to Jeffery Martell, 
community development coor- 
dinator. 

“Our Recycling Drop-Off 
Center is averaging over 300 
cars per month, but we are cap- 
able of accepting two times 
that amount,” Martell said. 
"Recycling is a very important 
issue and we would really like 
to see more participation from 
Romulus residents.” 

To stress this point, city offi- 
cials have already made in- 
formation on recycling and 
home composting available to 
residents. They have also en- 
couraged their participation by 
providing bins at the City Hall 


where residents can easily 
drop off recyclable products 
once a month. Now, their plan 
is to bring the issue a little clos- 
er to home. 

“Our Drop-Off Center is 
growing, but we think our resi- 
dents need to be more informed 
about the advantages of recycl- 
ing because, in the not-too-far 
future, our city may need to im- 
plement a curbside pick-up 
program for recyclables and 
people need to know how to do 
it,” Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said. 

To better distribute informa- 
tion, a brochure will be mailed 
to every residential address in 
Romulus this month. The 
brochure will have information 
on recycling and how to pre- 
pare recyclable products, and 
on composting and its benefits. 
Dates of the recycling drop-off 
days in the city will also be a 
part of the package. 

In addition to the brochure, 
volunteers working at the 
Drop-Off Center will now be 
adorned in green recycling 
shirts for easier identification 
in case a question arises. 

“Our goal is more participa- 
tion in this endeavor,” said 
Martell. “We hope that some- 
day recycling will become a 
part of everyone’s daily life.” 


Resident recalls 
city history

I remember when Ira John- 
son printed the Romulus Ro- 
man at his home, corner of 
Shook and Bibbins (now an un- 
occupied offices complex). 
This was in the 1920s. 

I remember when Romulus’ 
only occupied school was a tall 
(two-story) brick building lo- 
cated where the police station 
parking lot now stands. All 
grades attended there. 

I also remember when to- 
day’s police station was a com- 
bination grade and high school, 
which I watched being built. 

Would you believe post cards 
were a penny then and stamps 
for letter-sending only 3 cents 
each? 

I remember sixth-graders 
(including me) going to class in 
the basement of the town 
church because the grade-high 
school building on the corner of 
Olive and Bibbons was getting 
too sirfall for the growing 
population. That church was 
later burned. 

Many local farmers, includ- 
ing my brother, the late Carl W 
Morris, brought in teams of 
horses to help build a new high 
school and athletic field. This is 
today's vacant school building 
on Olive Street which 1 hear 
may become a senior citizen 
residence. Mr. G. W Herzog 
was superintendent then. 

It was a time when ice cream 
cones were a nickel apiece, and 
packs of gum and candy bars, 
only 5 cents - six for a dollar on 
sale. 

Children walked to school 
and brought their lunches in 
paper bags. 

The 30s were terrible de- 
pression days. I remember

selling strawberries three 
quarts for a quarter then, and 
ground hamburger could be 
purchased at the grocery store 
three pounds for a quarter 
when on sale. That was the 
year I was struck by a car and, 
as a result, confined to a wheel- 
chair 

I remember when women in 
factory uniforms (coveralls) 
began stopping at our farm 
market 

Today met yesterday about 
seven years ago when Romu- 
lus’ very first one-room school- 
house was obtained by the city 
of Romulus, to be renovated by 
the Romulus Historical Socie- 
ty. The R. Dugan family had 
used it as a residence for a 
number of years. 

This 1839 structure, at God- 
dard and Hunt Streets, is being 
converted into Romulus’ His- 
torical Museum by the Histor- 
ical Society. The grand opening 
date has been set for Sept 8,

Jeff Stevens. “It's a ridiculous 
place to put a business and it’s 
dangerous and an eyesore to 
our neighborhood.” 

Following numerous com- 
plaints from residents, it was 
discovered that the tire com- 
pany, which has been at this 
location for more than three 
years, is in an area zoned for 
residential use only. 

Residents reviewing city 
zoning records also discovered 
that a previous business was 
also allowed at the same loca- 
tion, despite zoning regula- 
tions. The former business was 
a lawn mower repair shop. 

“There is no ordinance 
saying that a business such as 
Tommy Tire needs to have a 
permit to run, and if we don’t 
get complaints, we sometimes 
have no way of knowing that 
business is being conducted at 
all,” said City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

“Still, when a business is be- 
gun, it is up to that individual to 
come in and register with us 
and to find out if where they 
have in mind is a proper loca- 
tion for the business they would 
like to conduct,” she said. “If 
they don’t do that, they are sub- 
ject to being closed like Tom- 
my Tire will be.” 

Michael Mikhail, owner of 
Tommy Tire, claims to have 
not known that his business 
was not in the proper place. 

“We simply leased the prop- 
erty from a former business 
owner who said the area was 
properly zoned,” said Mikhail. 
“Maybe we should have check- 
ed, but we really didn’t think it 
was necessary at the time.” 

City officials are now work- 
ing with Mikhail to find a new 
location for his business.

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The council offered the sup- 
port group a number of alterna- 
tive sites in which they could 
gather, but Zanger believes the 
actual crash site is the only 
proper place to come together.

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Romulus be Amended by Revising Section 
37-106, Building Sewers and Connections. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title: This ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
amended Water and Sewer Ordinance. 

Section 2: That Section 37-106, Subsection (a) (1)(2)(5) and (6) shall be 
amended to read as follows: 

(а) (1) Application for permit shall be made on the application forms 
furnished by the division of water and sewer of the department of 
public works and services. All applications for permit, other than a 
homeowner's permit, shall be made by a contractor who is registered 
with the City and who is bonded and insured to perform such 
water/sewer work. Said Bond and insurance to be as provided in 
Section 37-106 (b)(2). Each application for a permit shall be as- 
sessed an application and inspection fee to defray the cost of proc- 
essing the application and the subsequent inspections of 
construction or installation. Should conditions require more than 
two (2) inspections or should a full time inspector be required, an 
additional inspection fee will be charged for all additional time, over 
and above the normally anticipated two (2) inspections, in the case 
of commercial, multiple dwelling or industrial developments, a 
review fee may be charged if the complexity of the waste disposal 
facilities warrant specific review of the details and plans by the 
division of water and sewer. 

(2) Application for a permit by a homeowner shall be made on the 
homeowner's permit form furnished by the city. Homeowners who 
are not contractors registered to do work in the city may obtain a 
permit for the laying of building sewers or house leads on premises 
occupied or to be occupied by the applicant as his residence upon 
payment of the application and inspection fee and the filing of the 
proper application forms; provided that the applicant obtains a bond 
in the amount of Five Thousand Dollars.($5,Q0Q.00)asa financiaL 
guaranty for any damage and complies with the other provisions of 
this article, including but not limited to the payment of any additional 
inspection or review fees, the connection and laying of the building 
sewer in accordance with the rules and regulations of the division of 
water and sewer and the Department of Public Works and the final 
inspection and approval of the building sewer prior to the covering 
of the installation. 

(5) No opening shall be made into the sewer system without first 
obtaining a sewer connection permit as specified under subsection 
(a) ( 1 ) and (2) above. The removal of the cookie or stopper or any 
other type of connection to the sanitary sewer system shall be 
performed only in the immediate presence of the Department of 
Public Works and Services Inspector. Upon failure to comply with 
this requirement, the contractor or any other person responsible for 
the work shall be served with a notice of violation as provided for 
under Sections 37-1 10 and 37-1 1 1. Any contractor who shall know- 
ingly neglect or refuse to comply with the requirements of this 
article, other rules and regulations hereinafter established or with the 
conditions of the permit shall be subject to the immediate revocation 
of his registration by the City, in addition to the other penalties set 
forth in this article. Any violation by agents, servants or employees 
of a contractor under the terms of these regulations shall be deemed 
to be a violation by the contractor in whose name the permit is issued. 

(б) It shall be unlawful for any person, performing work under a permit 
for the laying of a building sewer to cover any portion of a building 
sewer until such time as it has been inspected and approved the 
Department of Public Works inspector or his authorized agent. Such 
person shall give the City written notice when the work is ready for 
inspection and shall leave the premises in a condition convenient for 
inspection by the inspector. The licensee shall remove and replace 
all rejected work, restore all public streets and alleys to a similar 
condition as existed prior to excavation, and shall make all adjust- 
ments necessary to fully meet the requirements under this article, 
other rules and regulations hereinafter established and the conditions 
of the permit to the reasonable satisfaction of the City. 

Section 3: That the City Council may, by resolution, adopt such rules and 
regulations as it may deem necessary to administer the terms of this 
article. 

Section 4: Penalties 

Violation of the foregoing shall be punishable by a fine not to exceed 
Five Hundred ($500.00) dollars for each violation and/or ninety (90) 
days in jail, or both at the discretion of the Court. Each day on which 
a violation shall occur or continue, shall be deemed a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub- section or section of this 
Article be declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any 
court, such declaration shall not affect any portion of this Article 
other than the part specifically declared to be void.

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter 35 of the Code of Ordinances by the 
Amending of Section 35-346 (b) and by creating and adding Subsection 
(c) Prohibiting the Presentation of False Identification Information by 
Persons Operating Motor Vehicles. 

WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council finds that a problem exists when 
persons who have been stopped, or otherwise contacted by the police, 
for traffic or misdemeanor violations, are unable to produce or provide 
operator's or chauffeur's licenses on demand: and 
WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council finds that such persons, upon 
being arrested, occasionally provide verbal identification information 
other than that which pertains to themselves; and 
WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council finds that the information pro- 
vided by such persons is usually accurate for some other part, who

organizations such as the 
Senior Alliance. 

• “All they have to do to be 
Eligible for our services is be 60 
years of age or older and be a 
resident of one of the 21 com- 
munities we service.” 
Moomaw said. 

Although they are consi- 
dered a state-funded organiza- 
tion. the center only receives 
about 50 percent of their oper- 
ational costs through the local 
state Office of Services to the 
Aging affiliate. Senior 
Alliance. 

“We then get some funding 
from our cities through federal 
Community Development 
Block Grants and some from 
private donations, but not 
enough to operate to our full 
capability.” said Joan Ford, 
executive assistant of the 
Senior Center. 

What this means is cutbacks 
in the programs, some of which 
have already begun for the 
oenter. 


“We are no longer able to 
provide services such as in- 
stalling a handicap ramp in 
front of someone’s home, be- 
cause we simply can’t afford 
it,” Ford said. 

In addition to a loss of prog- 
rams. the center will soon be 
losing more than 50 percent of 
their staff. 

“Most of our staff consists of 
layed-off General Motor em- 
ployees who are now being cal- 
led back to work,” Moomaw 
said. “These people have been 
my right arm as far as this 
organization is concerned and 
it’s going to be difficult to run 
without them.” 

Despite the cutbacks. Senior 
Center employees remain com- 
mitted to their cause and vow 
to do all they can to provide ser- 
vices to the elderly. 

“It’ll be hard but we won’t 
give up.” said Moomaw. “We’ll 
continue to do all we can to pro- 
vide for the seniors in our com- 
munities.”

Conference favors change 


; Legislation to raise the So- 
cial Security exemption level 
of part-time employees from 
$100 to $500 annually has been 
co-sponsored by Congressman 
William Ford and two other 
legislators. 

Conference of Western 
Wayne Executive Director 
Paniel Gilmartin noted there 
has been concern about muni- 
cipalities being responsible for 
providing Social Security for 
part-time election staff who 
earn more than $100 annually. 
Representatives of the 18- 
fnember communities are 
Seeking legislation to raise the 
exemption level to $500, which 
yvould exempt most part-time 


employees from the require- 
ments. 

The 1991 budget bill included 
a provision requiring most 
state and local employees, who 
are not already covered by a 
retirement plan, to be covered 
by Social Security. This provi- 
sion applies to part-time as 
well as full-time employees, in- 
cluding election workers. 
However, the $100 exemption 
allocated to election workers is 
often exceeded if the indi- 
viduals work in more than one 
election. 

CWW members reported it is 
a costly expense to carry elec- 
tion and seasonal workers, who 
make less than $500 annually.

Power to 
the people 

Recently in the city of Wayne, residents rallied around a 
favorite old tree to prevent Detroit Edison workers from cut- 
ting it down. 

During the past few weeks, residents claimed, workers from 
the power company had destroyed several other trees by im- 
prudent trimming without any consideration of the aesthetics 
involved. 

This is an issue in which both sides appear to have viable 
arguments and the welfare of the public in mind. They just 
disagree about which action best serves that end. Detroit Edi- 
son officials and workers are trying to provide safe and effi- 
cient power lines to homes. They are removing the obstructing 
limbs and trees so that during storms and high winds, lines are 
not dragged down. They are also attempting to provide a clear 
path for maintenance of the lines should repairs be necessary. 
Certainly a worthwhile pursuit. 

Residents of the area, however, are concerned with the beau- 
ty of their neighborhoods, the longevity of the trees and the 
value of the shade and sense of history the trees provide. Sure- 
ly, no one wants to see a 20-or 30-year-old tree chopped down or 
trimmed into what looks remarkably like a living telephone 
pole. Residents want to preserve the history and aesthetics of 
their neighborhoods and certainly, these motives cannot be 
subject to criticism. 

The problem lies in the meeting of these two objectives. 
Officials from Detroit Edison, following residents circling one 
tree in a human chain to protect it from chainsaws brandished 
at its trunk, have evinced a more cooperative and sensitive 
attitude regarding the removal or trimming of trees in local 
neighborhoods. This is not an issue which affects only Wayne. 
Edison officials have indicated that the trimming is planned 
for nearly all our local communities. 

We applaud their efforts to attempt to educate and speak to 
residents prior to the trimming operations and their program 
to notify nighborhoods prior to the work so that questions can 
be answered. 

And we applaud the efforts of the local residents who took the 
human-chain action. Their dramatic and forceful action 
helped sensitize and call attention to a situation which easily 
might have polarized beyond hope for an amicable solution. 

Together, we’re hopeful that a compromise plan can be 
negotiated which will allow for the preservation of as many 
and as much of the foliage as possible while allowing for the 
efficient and safe installation and maintenance of power lines. 


The death of heroes 

Heroism is a quiet thing. 

It isn’t always marked with public acts or deeds of great 
daring. Heroism isn’t always accompanied by the adulation or 
recognition of friends or admirers. More often it is a gentle 
quality sometimes only realized in retrospect. 

Last week, this area lost two of these quiet heroes with the 
sudden and untimely deaths of David Atkins of Romulus and 
Bemie Barden of Inkster. 

Mr. Barden, 55, was stabbed and killed in an altercation with 
a gang of street toughs as he went to the rescue of a companion 
who was being taunted and shoved for merely attempting to 
make a purchase at a party store. He was a 30-year employee of 
the Wayne Ford Truck Plant and, by all accounts, a man who 
might have been anyone’s next-door neighbor. His single act of 
courage in defending a friend cost him his life. 

Mr. Atkins, also 55, suffered a massive heart attack at his 
home and was pronounced dead at the hospital. He was the 
publisher of The Romulus News and the former Wayne News. 
Mr. Atkins was known for his outspoken viewpoints and opin- 
ions and his willingness to take up the cause of any underdog. 
His was an editorial style based on his right to have an opinion 
and a viewpoint. 

Both these men leave families who will suffer and grieve 
their loss. But each of us will be diminished with the loss of two 
men who exhibited extraordinary courage in their everyday 

lives. 

We offer our deepest sympathy to their families and friends.

Ziemba corrects 
quotes in story 


To the editor: 

I would like to take the oppor- 
tunity to respond to the article 
you wrote in the June 27, 1991 
edition of The Westland Eagle 
“Primary Election in Council 
Race’’ in which I was mis- 
quoted. During our interview I 
never said that Tax Increment 
Finance Authority (TIFA) 
funds were being used to fi- 
nance the Westland Shopping 
Center. What I did say was that 
I was opposed to the council’s 
recently passed proposal to use 
$8 million of TI F A funds to help 
finance the expansion of the 
Westland Shopping Center. 
The expansion of the shopping 
center should be financed with 
private capital rather than 
public funds. If this proposed 
expansion to the shopping cen- 
ter is the financial bonanza it is 
reported to be, then I believe 
that the financial institutions 
would be eager to put up the 
needed money. 

I further stated that the TIFA 
debt should be paid off as soon 
as possible. This will enable all 
tax dollars that are currently 
being spent to retire the TIFA 
bonds to be returned to the tax- 
ing authorities. When these dol- 
lars are returned to the general 
fund they should be used to in- 
crease police, fire and general 
city services. 

The Tax Increment Finance 
Authority was never intended 
to be a source of surplus public 
funds. It was established to im- 
prove the infrastructure and 
tax base in select areas of the 
city. It was not designed to fi- 
nance brick and mortar struc- 
tures. Once the bonds that were 
sold to finance these improve- 
ments are paid off, the cap- 
tured taxes are by design to be 
returend to the taxing author- 
ities. The concept of TIFA is 
good for the city and should not 
be abused. 

It should be noted that I 
served a four-year term as a 
councilman from Jan. 1, 1986 
until Jan. 1, 1990. In your arti- 
cle you indicated that I had 
served a two-year term.

Property tax 
reform proposed 


To the editor: 

It is wrong to hold homes hos- 
tage to property taxes. 

Our present means of financ- 
ing local government and 
schools with a property tax de- 
veloped from a time when 
proeprty was viewed as ability 
to pay taxes. This viewpoint 
rose from the old world of land 
barons and what might be cal- 
led today “The Robin Hood Syn- 
drome”. 

The system has developed 
over time and in spite of well- 


intentioned efforts to be fair in 
establishing value, has become 
outdated when applied to homes 
as a class of property. 

Tax away our ability to pros- 
per and own a home according 
to our effort and we cut the very 
heart out of the driving force 
that makes our country and eco- 
nomy strong. 

It is important for us to take 
action. There is a citizens initia- 
tive petition currently being 
circulated to place on the 1991 
general election ballot an 
amendment to the Michigan 
Constitution, Article IX, Sec- 
tions three and eight. The pur- 
pose is to shift a major portion of 
school operativng property 


taxes from homes and homes- 
tead farms to a sales tax. This 
would be accomplished by re- 
funding 85 percent of school 
operating property taxes on 
homes and homestead farms 
and financing the refunds with a 
2.5-cent sales tax increase. 

Some special features of the 
amendment are: 

• Citizens over the age of 62 re- 
ceive 100-percent refund of 
school operating tax. 

• Relief for homestead farms in- 
cludes noncontiguous portions. 
•Refunds are not tied to house- 
hold or other income restric- 
tions. Middle-income families 
get real property tax relief. 

Limits of the refunds, $10,000 


for homes and $12,000 for 
homestead farms, ensure the 
very rich still pay. Renters get 
refunds, too. Putting this in the 
Constitution takes it out of the 
hands of the politicians. They 
have to implement it.

With the Tae Kwon Do 
spring tournament season 
coming to an abrupt end, the 
Wayne-based KICKS Team 
is focusing its efforts on the 
National Junior Olympics 
Championships. 

The championships will be 
staged in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
and all 50 states will send 
their best representatives to 
the prestigious invitational, 
according to Ron Rose, who 
serves as the Michigan head 
coach and is also the owner 
of the KICKS Studio in 
Wayne, 

About 4,000 athletes have 
been invited to compete for 
the Junior Olympics titles. 

“We have an excellent 
team,” Rose noted.

Participants must wear pro- 
tective equipment, which in- 
cludes headgear and chest 
protectors. There are three 
two-minute rounds. 

Competitors compete in 
divisions which is broken 
down into age, weight and 
rank. 


KICKS members have 
fared well at national Junior 
Olympics championships in 
the past. They have also 
earned respect in the adult 
divisions. Some members 
have placed in all-Army 
competitions with back-to- 
back gold medals. The club 
also has a three-time Michi- 
gan Police Olympic champ, 
a second-place International 
Law Enforcement 
heavyweight champ, and 
grand champions. 

“These kids have worked 


really hard,” said Michael 
Gagne, who serves as head 
coach and is a second- 
degree Black Belter. “I’m 
proud of them and they de- 
finitely are ready for nation- 
al competition.”
